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This is a decision on the petition filed January 3, 2006, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1. 137(a) 1, 2 , to 
revive the above-identified application. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely manner to the 
Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment, mailed October 17, 2003, which set a 1 -month period for 
reply. No response was received, and no extensions of time under the provisions of 37 C.F.R. 
§1.1 36(a) were requested. Accordingly, the above-identified application became abandoned on 
November 1 8, 2003. A notice of abandonment was mailed on December 21 , 2005.

(3) a showing to the satisfaction of the Commissioner that the entire delay in filing the required reply from 
the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to this paragraph was 
unavoidable, and; 

(4) a terminal disclaimer (and fee as set forth in § 1 .20(d)) required pursuant to paragraph (d) of 
this section. 

2 Petitioner has also submitted a petition under 37 CFR § 1 . 1 37(b), which is rendered moot by the granting of the 
petition under the unavoidable standard. 
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With the present petition, Petitioner has submitted the petition fee and a statement of facts. The 
terminal disclaimer is not required. The required response was previously submitted on October 
4, 2004 3 . 

As such, the petition under 37 C.F.R. 1.137(a) is GRANTED.
